The bill which the House passed 
Monday will go to the Council Tuesday 
night for its first readin It provides 
for the vacation of Manchester avenue.

The shooting took place 


in the kitchen of his father’s home, 2015 Russell avenue, at 5:30 p. 


m. Monday. The bullets lodged 


breast, left shoulder and left arm. 


At St. Anthony's Hospital Tuesday 
afternoon it was said that Dr. Weins- 
berg’s pulse was high and his respira- 
tion was very difficult. Though the 
attending physicians found that no com- 
plications had developed, it was ‘sald 
that the condition of the patient was 
extremely -ritical, with less than an 
even chance of his recovery. 

An information charging assault with 
intent to kill was issued against young 
Weinsberg Tuesday. 

The boy, whose salary as an account- 
ant for the Missouri Paciic Railroad was 
$55 a month, resigned his position last 
Thursday afternoon. Since then he has 
lived at the Grand Avenue Hotel and 
spent $12 a day. 

“When I quit my 
month's salary,” said he to a 
patch reporter. “| had some 
saved and altogether I had $60. I first 
went to the Washington Hotel to en- 
gage a room, but I couldn’t find anything 
there to suit me. Then I went to the 
Grand Avenue Hotel. I didn't have any 
baggage, so I paid in advance. -I1 spent 
the last of my money Tuesday. 

Father Had His Bank Book. 

“I knew that my father had placed 
about $70 in bank to my credit and that 
he had the bank book, I left it with 
him when I went away from home last 
June, after he had told me that his wife 
was my stepmother, not my real moth- 
er. 

“I wanted that money and I made up 
my mind Monday morning that if my 
father would not give it to me I would 
shoot him and kil: him. 

“When I left home I went 
to live with my grandmother, 
Mrs, Mary Zimmerer, at 1036 
Park avenue. I remained there un- 
til last Thursday, the day I threw up 
my job. After I resigned I went to my 
grandmother's house. I was going to 
tell her what I had done, but she was 
out.

It was 
found that one bullet had entered his 
left groin, another penetrated his chest 
on the left side, a third lodged in his 
left shoulder and the fourth shattered 
a bones of his right arm above the el- 

ow. 

It was said by the attending physi- 
clans Tuesday morning that chances are 
against his recovery. He identified his 
son. <Attempting to rise from the op- 
erating table, he pointed his finger at 
the boy and said: 

“He shot me. Hle tried to kill me and 
he shot me after I fell.’ 

The boy snowed no emotion while the 
identification was being made. 

“Sure, I shot him,’’ said he, as he was 
leaving the hospital. 


Pocket Full of Bottles. 
When the boy was searched at the 


Soulard Street Station a bottle of creo- 
sote, a bottle of collodion, a bottle of 
liniment, a vial containing a brown 
liquid and a roll of bandage cotton were 
found itn his pocket. 

He was asked whether he had taken 
these from his father’s office, or wheth- 
er, while waiting there for the police 
he had thought of using them in dress- 
ing his father’s wounds. 


“No, said he, “I bought them. I 


thought 1 would have them with me in 


case I should get hurt.’ 

Both creosote and collodion are some- 
times used as dressings for s#unshot 
wounds or cuts. 

A nickel and five pennies was all the 
money found on the boy. Both revolv- 
ers were in his pocket when he was ar- 
rested. 

Oscar told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday that it was a great blow to 
him when he learned last June that the 
woman whom he had known as his 
mother was realiv his stepmother.

Twenty-Fifth Ward Angry. 

The Twenty-fifth Ward Citizens’ Im-

Most of those speaking condemned the 
measure as of no benefit to the neigh- 
borhood, and throwing the burden on 
the city rather than on the railroads. 

Dr. A. W. Fleming denounced the ac- 
tion of the House. John E. Mohan 
called the suddenness of the House’s 
change of sentiment regarding the bill 
‘tmarvelous.”’ E. . Michel of the 
Shaw’s Garden District Improvement 
Association said the organizations of 
the section had been handed a “‘lemon.”’ 
He advised that another bill be prepared 
for the next Assembly, and that the 
aid of the Manufacturers’ Association 
be solicited. : 

Dr. Fleming, William McPherson and 
John Muth were appointed as a com- 
mittee to draw up resolutions denounc- 
ty the House. John Muth and C. A. 
Pfeiffer were appointed a committee to 
confer with other bodies in the grade 
crossing measure. 

Explaining the part of the Board in 

bringing about the reconsideration in 
the House of legates, President 
O'Reilly of the Board of Public Im- 
provements said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 
“At first we believed that the best 
way to abolish the grade crossing at 
Tower Grove avenue would be to force 
the railroads to depress their tracks. 
For that reason we prepared Council 
brill 145, which was passed by the Coun- 
cil about six months ago and was ap- 
poved by the House last Friday night. 
Meanwhile we had a conference with 
A. G. Cochran, vice-president of the 
Missouri Pacific, and C. R. Gray, an of- 
ficial of the rele 

Roads Planned Court Fight. 
“They told us that the work would 
entail an expense of at least $1,400,000 
on the railroads and that they were not 
disposed to comply with the provisions 
of the bill without litigation which would 
probably be long rawn out in the 
courts. 

“We were waited on also by the repre- 
sentatives of many big manufacturing 
plants In the Tower Grove district. They 
said that they had switches connecting 
with the surface tracks and that the 
lowering of the roadways would prac- 
tically put them out of business. They 
said that they would sue the city for 
damages if present conditions “were 
changed so as to affect their business 
unfavorably. 

“As a result of several conferences we 
hit upen ga compromise whereby the 
streets instead of the railroad tracks 
should be lowered. The railroads agreed 
to stand all of the expense of this work. 
which will cost about $600,000. 

“Had the original ordinance remained 
in effect it might have been years be- 
fore the objectionable grade crossing 
could be abolished.

ficially enumerated in the articles of 
incorporation. 

A young man representing the law 
office of Bond. Marshall & Bond, filed 
the papers with the Recorder. The 
paper is acknowledged by Mary M. 
Martin. a notary public. 

Attorney Thomas Bond of the firm of 
Bond, Marshall & Bond, drew the pa- 
pers of incorporation for the associa- 
tion. He said that he had no knowledge 
of the association's purpose aside from 
those stated in the articles. 

‘Everything that the association pro- 
poses. to do is lawful,’’ said Mr. Bond,

This plan is to eliminate all 
paraphernalia for the registering of 
bets and make the transaction one be- 
tween the individual bettor and the 
representative of the bookmakers. This 
system is said to be almost as satisfac- 
tury to the track owners and bookmak- 
ers as was the former method of keep-

Grace Truitt, a pretty girl of 16, is be- 
lieved to have ended her life *rather 
than marry a man whom her mother, 
Mrs. Belle Truitt, advised her to take 
as @ husband. Miss Truitt swallowed 
carbolic acid Monaay night at the home 


of Mrs. Henry Lang, 422 Finney ave- 
nue, and died in an ambulance on the 
way to the City Hospital. 

A letter from J. H. Weakley of Pu- 
eblo, Colo., who was the suitor favored 
by Mrs. Truitt, was found in a pocket 
of the girl's jacket. In the letter the 
writer's ‘black-eyed friend” was men- 
tioned, by which Mrs. Truitt says her 
daughter was meant. The letter also 
confided an expression of regret that 
the girl and her mother could not get 
along more amicably. 

At the Morgue Tuesday Mrs. Truitt 
identified the body of her daughter, and 
told a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
the incidents which she thought had 
prompted the girl’s suicide. 

Grace was a thoughtless girl,’’ she 

and fond of the company of 
young men. | often advised her in a 
motherly way to be more womanly and 
think of marriage. Mr. Weakley of Pu- 
eblo was deeply in love with my daugh- 
ter, and wanted to marry her. I fa- 
vored the match, but didn't try to com- 
pel Grace to accept him.

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District Attorney Jerome's course in the 
cross-examination, but Justice Fitager- 
ald overruled the attorney for the de-

Dr. Jelliffe went into a long discus- 
sion in: answer to a question by Mr. 
Jerome as to the coherency of Thaw 5 
conversations in the Madison Square 
Garden the night of the tragedy. 

Mr. Jerome and Dr. Jelliffe spent 
many minutes discussing whether it 
was coherent for one person to want to 
introduce ‘a buxom brunette” to an- 
other, referring’to Thaw’'s conversation 
with James Clinch Smith. i 

“I don’t think such a conversation, 
said Dr. Jelliffe, “is what one would 
expect between gentlemen.”’ 

“I said nothing about gentlemen,” said 

Mr. Jerome; “we are not trying this 
defendant for not being a gentleman. 
‘ The insane period prior to the trag- 
edy, Dr. Jelliffe said, was about two 
years and a half. He thought that 
Thaw was insane when he wrote the 
letters which are in evidence, when he 
made the will and codicil, and when 
he married Evelyn Nesbit. Undoubt- 
edly there had been rational intervals 
during the course of Thaw’s mental 
sickness. 

The physical examinations in the 
Tombs made by Drs. Wagner anc Evans 
were gone over carefully. 

Then came the actual events imme- 
diately preceding and succeeding the 
shooting. Dr. Jelliffe repeated previous 
replies to questions regarding 
knowledge of what he was doing on the 
night of the homicide, to the effeet 
that in his opinion Thaw had an insane 
knowledge at the time. He also said 
that Thaw doubtless remembered what 
Miss Nesbit told him in Paris. The fact 
that a man had a good memory for 
such things was by no means a sign 
that a man was sane. 

‘“‘Doctor,”’ said Mr. Jerome, ‘‘did you 
ever see an insane man at work in a 
shop?’ 

An Insane Rugmaker. 

“IT have seen many insane men mak- 
ing rugs. I remember one man who as 
he passed the tool back and forth 
among the cords kept repeating, ‘I'll 
kill him, I'll kill him, I'll kill him.’ ”’ 


‘Did he know what he was doing?’ 

“I think so. But it is my opinion he 
also thought he was killing someone 
at the same time.”’

COMFORT FOR THE RAILROADS. 

The insurance companies made money by being 
regulated. In their last reports they call attention 
to the savings effected and gains realized. How do 
the railroads know that regulation will not likewise 
benefit their treasuries? : 

They have been jfrohibited from issuing passes. 
That involyes a great gain of revenue. They have 
been prohibited from making contributions to po- 
litical campaign funds. That is so much more 
money saved for them by law. Even their lobbying 
expenses, have been curtailed by meddlesome State 
legislatures. Then why complain? 

The Interstate Commerce Commissioners have not 
played havoc by tinkering with their freight tariffs. 
Just as was predicted when the rate law was pend- 
ing, the commissioners have been too busy 
their other manifold duties. In his message to 
Congress last December, President Roosevelt pointed 
out that during the preceding five months there 
had been “an unprecedented, a hitherto unheard of, 
number of voluntary reductions in freights and fares 
by the railroads.” On Aug. 27, two days before the 
new law went into effect, the commission received 
noti¢es of over 5000 separate tariffs which represent- 
ed reductions from previous rates. How can the 
commission be blamed for reductions made volun- 
tarily by the railroads? 

Now it is the states that are precipitating their 
ruin, the railroads protest in despair. Probably cer- 
tain legislatures are going too far in arbitrarily fix- 
ing 2-cent fares. There seems to be little disposi- 
tion to bother with freight rates. As it is, the pas- 
senger traffic represents less than 25 per cent of 
the total traffic of the railroads of the United 
States. Besides, it is an established axiom of the 
business that low fares result in increased passenger 
travel. Some railroads say that a 2-cent State law 
Ywould compel them to raise their excursion rates. 
Well, that would mean more per passenger for them. 
It is useless for the railroad persidents to go all 
the way to Washington to beg President Roosevelt 
to stop State regulation of their corporations. There 
are some things beyond even his power. The states 
very properly exercise authority over the corpora- 
tions within their boundaries. They cannot be elim- 
inated because President Roosevelt has certain plans 
for federal centralization.

HOW TIME IS WASTED. 
ANY a man whois at the head of a business of a department loses much 
M valuable time because other people bring to him matters that might 
readily be cared for by his assistants. A factory superintendent was 
leaving his office when he was informed that a man was waiting to see him. 
He looked at the man and then walked off. 

“I know that man,” he said, “and I know what he wants. ; He is from 
one of the other departments. He always asks for me every time he brings 
a matter that belongs to the stock clerk or the bookkeeper. If I am _ not 
there they will attened to it just as well as I can. But when I am there 
they wait for me to take the initiative. I am trying to teach them to take 
some responsibility about their work, and keeping out of the office is one 
way to put them on their own resources.” 

While this is a rule that should be applied only in dealing with certain 
types of assistants, it contains a wholesome measure of general common 
sense. Many department managers allow their time to be taken up with un- 
necessary interviews on matters that they might teach their assistants to 
attend to at first hand. And many persons in every large business take to 
the heads of the departments matters that are too commonplace to need their 
personal attention. This lessens the producing time of the most highly paid 


workers in the business—a significant loss,

The Governor says he can see no rea- 
son for exempting any clasg of public 
service corporations. He made that 
statement Monday afternoon to Cyrus 
P. Walbridge, candidate for Governor, 
two vears ago against Folk, president 
of the Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri, 
and chief of the’ corporation lobby. 
Walbridge is the first member of the 
lobby to visit the Capitol since the ad- 
journment of the Legislature. He ar- 
rived in Jefferson City at noon. 

He made an appofntment over the 
telephone for an interview with Gov. 
Folk. When he was escorted into the 
Governor’s private office he found that 
Speaker Atkinson of the House had 
been called into hear with the Gov- 
ernor what Walbridge had to say. Wal- 
bridge remained with the Governor and 
Speaker Atkinson more than an hour. 
Immediately on leaving them he hur- 
ried to a long distance telephone, where 
he remained nearly an hour talking 
with St. Louis persons. Walbridge’s 
visit to the Governor, it ts stated on 
good authority, did not result in mucin 
satisfaction for the lobby. The Gov- 
ernor told Walbridge his /recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature would differ lit- 
tle from his recommendations on the 
regular session, and that he could see 
no reason why cities should not have 
the right to regulate the rates to be 
charged by telephone companies, as w2]l 
as the rates of other public service cor- 
porations. 


Calls It New Industry. 


Walbridge argued at length that the 
telephone was a comparatively new in- 
dustry in Missouri, and that hundreds 
of thousands of dollars were being spent 
in extending and improving the service. 
The passage of such a law as the en- 
abling act, he said, would result in cap- 
ital being hard to find. People would 
not want to invest their money in an 
interest which could be destroyed in a 
few minutes hy a Municipal Assembly, 
he said. His argument. was practically 
the same as one delivered by him be- 
fore the Private Corporations Cemmit- 
tee of the House a week ago Monday 
night, and is the same as that ad- 
vanced by all the members of the great 
ublic service corporation lobby for two 
months with individual members of the 
Legislature, and before committees. 
When informed by the Governor that 
telephone companies would be included 
with all other public service corpora- 
tions in the bill to be considered at the 
special session, Walbridge then began 
pleading that the Governor recommend 
a State commission to fix rates, instead 
of giving the cities, which give the cor- 
porations their franchises and rights to 
exist, that power. Mr. Walbridge in- 
sisted that a commission could be com- 
oo of men with some knowledge of 
usiness, and that, while the corpora- 
tions did not believe they should be sub- 
jected to such a law, they would rather 
trust their interests to a State commis- 
sion than to the various municipal as- 
semblies over the State. 
The Governor has given much con- 
sideration to the two classes of regu- 
lation, that through a State board and 
that through municipal assemblies. It 
is generally believed he will not at- 
tempt to influence the Legislature to- 
ward either plan, but will present both 
and permit the members to select that 
which they think best. 
‘“T am opposed to a State commis- 
sion,’ said one member of the House 
who has remained in Jefferson City, 
“because my opinion is that a State 
board to fix rates for public service 
corporations would be very much like 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. It would be mighty apt 
; , to be a very inactive body. I doubt 
if there would be very much regulation

Is the Lobby Divided? 
Some see In Walbridge’s secret visit 
to the Governor a division of the lobby 
interests, and look upon his effort to 


have the Governor leave the telephone 
companies out of consideration in his 
call as an effort of the telephone lobby 
to abandon its connection with other in- 
terests and to save the telephone com- 
panies. During the regular session all
